start  on  Fridays  and  go  until  late 
Saturday.  The  average  time  that 
one  round  takes  is  an  hour  and  a 
half.  They  usually  go  five  straight 
rounds. 

Not  only  do  these  meets  offer 
debate  competition,  but  also 
speech  competition.  Speech  has 
four  main  catagories:  Humorous 
Interpretation,  Dramatic  Inter- 
pretation, Original  Oratory,  and 
Extemporaneous. 


Overall,  debate  is  a lot  of  fun, 
and  a lot  of  work.  You  don’t  go 
anywhere  in  debate  if  you  are  not 
willing  to  work  hard  and  be  dedi- 
cated to  what  you  are  doing.

It  brings  with  it 
prestige  and  recognition,  and  it 
breeds  excellent  organization, 
speaking  and  intellectual  skills.  It 
teaches  you  that  there  are  two 
sides  to  everything,  and  even 
though  that’s  a simple  lesson  it 
gets  you  far.
